His reasoning Is that legislalprs are forced to 
leave their- bmlnesscs- or farms in someone 
else's hands and settle for "low pay and long 
hours" at the Statehouse. 

Explaining thit his immediate goal Is to attend 
the University of Idaho and then find a Job in 
business administration, Borden says, "Yeah, 
maybe someday I'd like to serve (in the 
Legislature). It's everyone's responsibility to do 
their part in government, but it is a big 
commitment." 

But then there are his own immediate com- 
mitments, like doing the school work designed to 
keep him up with his Gooding classes, which 
he'll return to In five weeks. 

"'C ourse inJuy.gavcrnmcnL class, the teacher 
said this experience is probably belter than any 
assignment he could give me r- so that's ea^," 
he says, grinning.

Only 
one victim was admltted — an elderly 
wonian who fell from her mobile 
home because she was unaware the 
wind had su'cpt away her stairs and 
porch. She was in good condilion with 
a broken hip. 

Lt. John Pierce said Injuries were 
few because of the early hour of the 
stonrt. "There weren't n lot of people 
runnIng-around,'*"he"said. "People 
weren't getting hit by debris." 

Boulder Sheriff's Deputy fjince 
McKnlght was cut when the 
windshield ot his patrol car shattered, 



Many streets had been blocked, 
because of downed' power lines, 
broken gas lines and debris but by 
sundown authorities said most had 
been opened. 

"The city has Just shoved most of 11 
'out flf the way to-open the streets,"" 
Pierce said.' "They haven't begun to 
cut up the material and carry it away. 
We still have a lot of streets closed, 
mainly because of downed power 
lines." 

. "We've had gas meters blown clear 
off the houses," said Pierce. Roofs 
were peeled back and police were 
investigating nnorts that walls of 
homes crumbled In the' onslaught of 
winds. 

"The early morning hodis-was 
when It was the worst," -said Peter 
Itodmnn, who lives in the western 
part Of the city. "1 walked around the ■ 
block about 3 or 3:30. It sounded 
precisely like the ocean — a sound I 
have never heard in any wlodstorm, It

The auditors also found that gov* 
cmment policy on . payment for 
hospital-based physicians Is so vague 
that none of the ho^itols was sure it 
was Interprcllog policy correctly, and 
reimbursement methods were often 
"unrealistic.'^ 

Audilbrs found ''slgnTflcaiit errdrs*^ 
In reimbursement of hospital-based 
physicians at 79 percent of the hospi- 
tals. In two cases, correction of the 
errors would have saved 9806,035 for 



fiscal 1973, the auditors said. 

About $164 million was paid to 
hospital-based physicians in fiscal 
1978, Ihe auditors said, and noted that 
disallowance of 10 percent could save 
$16.4 million iR Illinois alone. 

The auditors also found hospitals 
were lax In reporting payments for 
Medicare and Medicaid patients from 
"third party payors," usually other 
Insurance. Those third-party pay- 
ments arc supposed to bo deducted 
from the charge to the government. 



If only 1 percent at the amount paid 
for 1978 In-potienl services In Illinois 
was rc^vcrcd from third party 
payers, that could save $2.9 million, 
the auditors said.
